2. Comment’. 


During the current nhase the strategic goal of the SED is to re-unite 
Germany, an anti-fasciat, democretice Germany. The vrincipal ovnonent 
is %,5. imvserialism. The "Heuptstoss" is directed against the helpers 
of U.S. imperlalism who furnish it with a nonular basis, i.e. the 
bourgeois varties of Western Germany and the Bonn Federal Government. 
Included among the "Hauotstoss" targets are the leadershino of trade 
unions and SPD. Inasmuch, however, as the majority of the working 
nopulation are orvanized within the trade unions and the SPD, one 
draw3 a distinction between leadership and membershin and strives with 
ail means to win over the orvsniged workers, 


An essential facet of the "Hauptstogs" is the exnloitation of differences 
within the enemy's camp. One is at all times prepared to form temporary 
alliances with vnersonages who are irreconcilable foes of Communism (vide 
Gericke, Niemoeller) and to yield to corvromise provided this ausments 
disunity within the eneny*s ranks, 


The resolutions vassed at the Prague conference failed to denounce or 
vondemn the Federal Government. The same omission was notable in 
Grotewohl's vroclamations subsequent to the Pracue conference. The 
Politbiro was required to establish a direct connection with the 

Yederal Government in order "to institute unity from above", FParticularis 
the Forst Zinna conference, an uncfficial rathering between Esst and West 
“one representatives, had finally convinced the SED that “unity from 
below", d.e., throuzh vonular pressure exerted by the fest Zone vonulation 
was, Sor the time being at lenst, not realizeable. 


The change in tactics entailed by Prague made it inadvisable to continue 
aaintaining among functionary circles the nrevailing view that the 
*Hauntstoss® is directed azainst Bonn. As a result Fred Oelsener in 
his lecture on the Prague conference, held before the same assenblage 
moa L? November 1950, desisnating U.S. imperialism as the main target 
wii the "Hauvtstoss® created considerable confusion arong the students 
of the Karl Marx Acadeny (being completely at variance with the never 
challenged theory that the "Hauptstoss" is not directed against the 
orincioal enemy), They finally consoled themselves with the thought 
that this represented a tactical re-grouning to be judged in tne Light 
of the current political situation and of the unity vroposals of the 
DOR, Ackermann's exvose on the “Hauntstoss" merely served to compound 
eenfusion. His giving this question short shrift. by stating that tre 
“iaptstoss® was no longer a matter for discussion, was an injunction 
that had to be observed in subsecuent seminars, Based on Stelin's 
dictum that Marxism is no dogma but a guide toward nractical action, 
the students considered it adviseble to cease all discussions lest 

Shey expose themselves to the suspicion that they are unable io cempre= 
hend the creative anplicetion of Maerxisn.
